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Small Businesses Loans Act 


Introduction 


This Annual Report on the operations of the Small Businesses Loans Act (the Act) is being presented by three 
ministers as a result of the following distribution of responsibilities. 


1. As at June 5, 1987, the Minister responsible for the Atlantic Canada Opportunities Agency became 
the designated minister for purposes of the Act in relation to small business enterprises located in the provinces 
of New Brunswick, Nova Scotia, Prince Edward Island and Newfoundland. The combined area of those four 
provinces is referred to in this report as Atlantic Canada. 


2. As at August 4, 1987, the Minister responsible for Western Economic Diversification became the 
designated minister for purposes of the Act in relation to small business enterprises located in the provinces 
of British Columbia, Alberta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba. The combined area of those four provinces is 
referred to in this report as Western Canada. 


3. The Minister of Industry, Science and Technology continues to be the designated minister for 
purposes of the Act in relation to small business enterprises located in the provinces of Ontario and Quebec 
as well as in the Northwest Territories and the Yukon Territory. He also continues to be the minister 
responsible for all other purposes respecting the Act. It has been the practice since 1977 for the Minister of 
Industry, Science and Technology to delegate his responsibility with respect to the Act to the Minister of 
State for Small Businesses and Tourism. The combined area of the aforementioned two provinces and two 
territories is referred to in this report as Central and Northern Canada.

Small Businesses Loans Act 


Background 


The objective of the Act, which has been in force since January 1961, is to encourage lenders in the private 
sector to increase the availability of loans for the purpose of the establishment, expansion, modernization and 
improvement of small business enterprises. 


Under the Act, the Minister is liable to pay to an approved lender 85 percent of the amount of any loss 
sustained by the lender as a result of a Business Improvement Loan made subsequent to March 31, 1985, 
provided that the lender has generated sufficient indemnification from the making of loans and that requirements 
specified in the legislation are met. The principal requirements relate to the eligibility of the borrower as a 
defined small business enterprise, the eligible purpose for which a loan may be made, the maximum amount 
which may be outstanding to an individual borrower at any one time, the maximum repayment term, the 
maximum rate of interest which may be charged to a borrower and the minimum security to be taken. 


Major Amendments 


Since 1961 there have been a number of changes to the legislation. The following changes are most significant: 


1. Amendments to the maximum loan amount which may be outstanding per borrower at any one 
time:

2. The above amendments to the estimated annual gross revenue contribute to the definition of a small 
business enterprise. 


3. In February 1978, the formula establishing the maximum interest rate permitted to a lender was 
changed from a fixed rate established semi-annually to the prime rate of the chartered banks plus 1 percent, 
floating with the prime rate for the term of the loan. 


4. In April 1985, a requirement was introduced for the payment by lenders, to the government, of a 
l-percent up-front fee at the time a loan is registered. Also introduced was a loss-sharing arrangement 
whereby, instead of effectively paying a lender’s total loss, the government shares losses on individual loans 
in a ratio of 85 percent by the government to 15 percent by the lender. 


5. Effective November 2, 1987, the definition of business enterprise was expanded to include the 
business of fishing. As well, every approved credit union, caisse populaire and other cooperative credit society 
became authorized to set and revise the interest rate on a loan made under this Act using a method similar to 
the method followed by chartered banks and Alberta Treasury Branches. 


6. Lending pursuant to the Act was extended, via Bill C-56, from April 1, 1990, to March 31, 1993. An 
aggregate lending ceiling of $2 billion has been approved for this lending period, which is the eleventh since 
inception of the program in January 1961. 


Approved Lenders 


Since its inception in 1961, all banks chartered under the Bank Act have been automatically authorized as 
approved lenders for the purposes of this Act. As a result of changes made in March 1970, the provisions of 
the Act were widened to include all credit unions, caisses populaires, other cooperative credit societies as 
well as trust, insurance and loan corporations, which, upon request, may be designated by the minister as 
approved lenders for the purposes of the Act. In 1974, the Alberta Treasury Branches were included as 
approved lenders. 


Small Businesses Loans Act 


Tables 5a, 5b and Sc herein list lenders which have granted over $1 million in Business Improvement 
Loans during the year under review. 


Eligible Borrowers 


Any enterprise, carried on or about to be carried on in Canada for gain or profit, with a principal business 
carried on or about to be carried on that comes within the meaning of any of the following classes of businesses 
as each is specifically defined in the subordinate Small Businesses Loans Regulations, is eligible to borrow 
under the Act, provided that its estimated gross revenue does not exceed $2 million in the year of application: 


® Communications 
® Construction 
@ Fishing 
@ Manufacturing 
® Retail Trade 
® Service Businesses 
@ Transportation 
@ Wholesale Trade

Small Businesses Loans Act 


Classes of Loans (or Loan Purposes) 


Loans may be granted by an approved lender for the following purposes: 


@ Fixed Equipment Loans 


— for the purchase, installation, renovation, improvement and/or modernization of equipment of a 
kind usually affixed to real or immovable property; 


@ Movable Equipment Loans 


— for the purchase, renovation, improvement and/or modernization of equipment of a kind not 
usually affixed to real or immovable property; 


@ Premises Loans 


— for the renovation, improvement, modernization, extension, construction and/or purchase of 
premises; and 


@ Land Loans 


— for the purchase of land necessary for the operation of a small business enterprise. 


Loans are not available for inventory financing, working capital requirements or the refinancing of 
existing debts. 


Business Improvement Loans can be made to finance up to 90 percent of the eligible costs in respect of 
land and premises and up to 80 percent of the eligible costs in respect of equipment.

Small Businesses Loans Act 


Operating Results 
Total Program 


During the fiscal year ended March 31, 1991, 10 640 Business Improvement Loans amounting to $412 806 753 
were made. The average size of a Business Improvement Loan made during the fiscal year ended 
March 31, 1991, was $38 798, compared with $39 107 during the previous 12-month period. 


Of the dollar value loaned during the period under review, $59.0 million, or 14.3 percent, was used to 
finance the purchase, installation, renovation, improvement and/or modernization of fixed equipment; 
$238.3 million, or 57.7 percent, was used to finance the purchase, renovation, improvement and/or 
modernization of movable equipment; $109.9 million, or 26.6 percent, was used to finance the renovation, 
improvement, modernization, extension, construction and/or purchase of premises (excluding land); and 
$5.6 million, or 1.4 percent, was used to finance the purchase of land. 


As in the past, service businesses led all other types of small business enterprises in borrowing under 
the Act and, for the 12 months under review, accounted for $190.6 million or 46.2 percent of total loans made. 
Retail trade followed with $110.6 million or 26.8 percent; transportation with $37.7 million or 9.1 percent; 
manufacturing with $30.4 million or 7.4 percent; construction with $25.3 million or 6.1 percent; wholesale 
trade with $9.6 million, or 2.3 percent; fishing with $5.3 million or 1.3 percent; and communications with 
$3.3 million or 0.8 percent.

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Approved lenders have made a total of 292 577 Business Improvement Loans amounting to $8 140 041 491 
under the Act between its inception in 1961 and March 31, 1991. The government paid lenders a total of 
$307 221 963 in respect of 13 860 claims they submitted under the loss reimbursement provisions of the 
legislation during the same period. As at March 31, 1991, the aggregate cost of claim payments made to 
lenders has been reduced to $260 213 468 as a result of $9 483 865 in recoveries received on subrogated 
debts since the Act’s inception and $37 524 630 in fees received from lenders in respect of Business 
Improvement Loans made and registered since April 1, 1985. 


Western Canada: British Columbia, Alberta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba 


Of total program lending, 3 573 Business Improvement Loans amounting to $116 450 205 were made in 
Western Canada during the 12 months ended March 31, 1991. The average size of loan made during that 
period decreased to $32 592 from $33 252 during the prior fiscal year. 


Of the $116.4 million loaned during the period under review, $8.9 million, or 7.6 percent, was used to 
finance fixed equipment; $81.4 million, or 69.9 percent, was used to finance movable equipment; 
$23.7 million, or 20.4 percent, was used to finance premises (excluding land); and $2.4 million, or 
2.1 percent, was used to finance land. 


In terms of borrowing by the various classes of business enterprises, service businesses led the way with 
$54.6 million, or 46.9 percent, followed by retail trade with $24.3 million, or 20.9 percent; transportation 
with $17.0 million, or 14.6 percent; construction with $10.5 million, or 9.0 percent; manufacturing with 
$5.2 million, or 4.5 percent; fishing with $2.2 million, or 1.9 percent; wholesale trade with $2.2 million, or 
1.9 percent; and communications with $0.4 million, or 0.3 percent.

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Central and Northern Canada: Ontario, Quebec, Northwest Territories and Yukon 


Of total program lending, 6 198 Business Improvement Loans amounting to $265 695 859 were made in 
Central and Northern Canada during the 12 months ended March 31, 1991. The average size of a loan made 
during that period fell to $42 868 from $43 078 during the prior fiscal year. 


Of the $265.7 million loaned during the period under review, $48.6 million, or 18.3 percent, was used 
to finance fixed equipment; $136.8 million, or 51.5 percent, was used to finance movable equipment; 
$77.6 million, or 29.2 percent, was used to finance premises (excluding land); and $2.7 million, or 
1.0 percent, was used to finance land. 


In terms of borrowing by the various classes of business enterprises, service businesses led the way with 
$126.4 million, or 47.6 percent, followed by retail trade with $79.1 million, or 29.8 percent; manufacturing 
with $22.6 million, or 8.5 percent; transportation with $15.8 million, or 5.9 percent; construction with 
$12.1 million, or 4.6 percent; wholesale trade with $6.5 million, or 2.4 percent; communications with 
$2.8 million, or 1.1 percent; and fishing with $0.4 million, or 0.1 percent.

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Atlantic Canada: New Brunswick, Nova Scotia, Prince Edward Island and Newfoundland 


Of total program lending, 869 Business Improvement Loans amounting to $30 660 689 were made in Atlantic 
Canada during the 12 months ended March 31, 1991. The average size of a loan made during the 12 months 
ended March 31, 1991 increased to $35 283 from $32 920 during the prior fiscal year. 


Of the $30.7 million loaned during the period under review, $1.5 million, or 4.9 percent, was used to 
finance fixed equipment; $20.1 million, or 65.5 percent, was used to finance movable equipment; 
$8.6 million, or 28.0 percent, was used to finance premises (excluding land); and $0.5 million, or 1.6 percent, 
was used to finance land. 


In terms of borrowing by the various classes of business enterprises, service businesses led the way with 
$9.6 million, or 31.3 percent, followed by retail trade with $7.2 million, or 23.5 percent; transportation 
with $4.9 million, or 16.0 percent; fishing with $2.7 million, or 8.8 percent; construction with $2.7 million, 
or 8.8 percent; manufacturing with $2.6 million, or 8.5 percent; wholesale trade with $0.9 million, or 
2.9 percent; and communications with $0.1 million, or 0.2 percent.

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The Crown’s Contingent Liability to Approved Lenders 


The Act states that, as a result of an approved lender registering Business Improvement Loans it has made 
during a legislated lending period, the Crown is contingently liable, in favour of such approved lender, for 
the reimbursement of losses sustained in respect of such Business Improvement Loans made, in an amount 
limited to the following: 


@ 90 percent of the first $125 000 in loans it made and registered; 
® 50 percent of the second $125 000 in loans it made and registered; and 
@ 10 percent of all subsequent loans it made and registered. 


The Crown’s contingent liability per approved lender per lending period is reduced by the repayment of 
loans by borrowers and the reimbursement of loan losses by the Crown. No contingent liability remains under 
the Act with respect to loans made prior to July 1, 1977, as none remains outstanding. 


Repayment of $6 067 271 410 in loans by borrowers and reimbursement of $299 504 886 in loan losses 
by the Crown has reduced the amount of loans outstanding on the books of all approved lenders to $1 226 279 131, 
as Shown in Table 4. 


The combination of loan repayments and loss reimbursements has concurrently reduced the Crown’s net 
contingent liability as at March 31, 1991, to $502 541 220. 


Comparing the relatively low rate of loss reimbursement by the Crown to the significant business 
expenditures, currently over $500 million per year, demonstrates the considerable leverage achieved by this 
small business program.

* Included in the $299 504 886 in loss reimbursements paid by the Crown, which represent subrogated debts, are $157 821 767, which, in accordance with 
standard procedures, were written off between 1961 and March 31, 1989, $24 110 170 written off during fiscal 1989/90, and another $20 414 133 written 
off during fiscal 1990/91. 
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Age of Small Business Enterprise Borrowers 


As at November 2, 1987, it became mandatory for a lender to report the age of a business enterprise, as 
provided in the borrower’s loan application, in respect of which a Business Improvement Loan had been 
made under the Act. As a result, the statistics listed hereafter for fiscal 1987/88 reflect only activity during 


the period from November 2, 1987, to March 31, 1988. The number of loans are provided as originally 
reported.

These statistics demonstrate that business start-ups, which have no track record in terms of profitability 
and management, and those businesses in their formative years, are the recipients of the majority of loans 
made under the Act. Additionally, these statistics illustrate that the Act is a successful instrument in 


addressing the mandate to "...foster entrepreneurship and the start-up, growth and expansion of small 
businesses," as set out in paragraph 8.(1)(c) of the Industry, Science and Technology Act. 


Employment by Small Business Enterprise Borrowers 


Employment by small business borrowers is also being reported by lenders, as provided in the borrower’s 
loan application, in respect of loans made under the Act since November 1987. Employment statistics 
reported by lenders follow hereafter. All numbers are provided as originally reported.

Small Businesses Loans Act 


Estimate of Cost per Additional Job Created 


On the basis of employment data, as estimated by borrowers and reported by lenders, the annual cost per 
additional job created as a consequence of activities under the Act can be determined, as shown in the table 
below. The net cost of claims paid is calculated from the amount of claims for loss paid to lenders by 
subtracting the amount recovered in respect of subrogated debts as well as the amount of fees received from 
lenders for registering new loans made ( see Table 3). Dividing the additional jobs created annually (a statistic 
not audited by program administrators) into the annual net cost of claims paid gives the cost per additional 
job created.
